rant for, in that provision of the Constitu- 
tion which says, ‘No State shall, without the 
consent of Congress, enter into any agreement or 
compact with another State, or with a foreign 
power.” His argument is:—each of the States be- 
fore the adoption of the Constitution possessed the 
power te extend its boundaries, and still has the 
power, unlessit has surrendered it, on entering 
the Union. There has been no such surrender, 
unless in the clause of the Constitution above 
quoted. But the surrender here is only qualified. 
“With the consent” of Congress, it may still ex- 
ercise the same prerogative. Texas is a “foreign 
power.” Louisiana or Arkansas,therefore,may by 
compact with Texas, acquire a right to her terri- 
tory, “with the consent” of Congress. So far the 
argument appéats conclusive. But, when he 
goes one step further, and assumes that this con- 


sent is not previously necessary—that the act may 
be done, the compact formed, leaving to Congress 
merely the business of a subsequent ratification, 
he has travelled out of the record; he has claimed 
for the States power not conferred by the Consti- 
tution,and one, the exercise of which would Jead 
to consequences utterly incompatible with the 
existence of the Union.

States, and with the consent of Texas, could 
be exercised.” Among all the monstrosities, 
engendered by slavehelding Statesmen, we do 
not recollect one mere monstrous than this doc- 
trine.

The following is the letter addressed to Mr. 
Clay: 
New Yorx, November 1, 1843, 
Hon. Henry Clay : : 
Sir :—I have long felt,and have had occasion 
to express, (as you may have learned froma 
publication I had the pleasure of sending you) 
a deep interest in the question of the annexa- 
tion of Texas to the Umted Sattes. 
There are indications, which I think can no 
longer be mistaken, of a determination on the 
part of the federal Executive to consummate 
this crime against the Union of these States, 
and against a peaceable and friendly neighbor, 
long meditated and prepared by himself, his pre- 
decessors, and a large portion of their adherents. 
In 1820, when the subject of the Florida 
treaty was before the house of representatives, 
you submitted to that body, and supported in a 
zealous speech, a resolution, deciering that Flo- 
rida was an adequate compensation for Texas, 
and that it was expedient to transfer this terri- 
tory to any foreign power. Since that period, 
nothing, so faras I know, ef a public na- 
ture, has appeared, from which anything could 
be inferred concerning your views of the pro- 
posed annexation. Iam aware that the ques- 
tion in 1820 was very different in its moral as- 
pect from that which is now presented. It was 
then whether we should relinquish fora substan- 
tial equivalent, a supposed claim to a territory. 
It is now whether we shall usurp, or seize and 
appropriate the territory, to which we did then 
relinquish our claim, whatever it was, and have 
ever since been in the full and uninterrupted en- 
ber of the consideration for which we re- 
inquished it. I allude to the historical fact, not 
because I think it affords a sufficient ground of 
inference as to your opinions on the subject of 
this letter, for in that case, I should not have ad- 
dressed. you; but because, in the absence of 
everything else, it will be, and is the source of 
impressions unjust, I would fain believe, to your- 
self; and calculated, if not speedily removed, to 
do the utmost mischief to the cause of justice, 
the progress of reform, and the highest interests 
of the country. 
In pursuance of the duty of an elector to in- 
form himself of the opinions and intentions (if 
elected) of the candidates for office, I beg leave 
for myself, and in behalf of many friends and fel- 
low-citizens, respectfully to ask of you, as a can- 
didate for the. presidency of the United States, 
what is your opinion of the justice and expedi- 
ency of the annexation of Texasto the United 
States. Respectfully, your ob’t. serv’t.,

A Case in Point. 

A foreigner, judging from our exports alone, 
might suppose that the region of country that 
supplies the most valuable of them, is distin. 
guished for its wealth. On examining more 
closely, however, he would find, that while 
the cultivation of cotton, sugar, rice and 
tobacco absorb most of tbe labor and capital 
of the Southern States, so that necessarily there 
must be a large surplus for export; the free 
States of the West and North divérsify their in- 
dustry, 80 as to raise what is demanded at home 
to satisfy the multiform wants of the com- 
munity—and that these forms of industry pro- 
duce a far greater amount of substantial wealth 
than is the portion of the South. This is a 
case in point, as an illustration of the state of 
things, in the West Indies, since the abolition 
act. Under the system of slavery, a few plan- 
ters coerced all the labor of the islands into the 
production of two or three great staples. The 
sum total of these, was the sum total of the 
wealth of the colonies, a wealth chiefly con- 
centrated in afew hands. But, these colonies 
have a various soil, and a climate favorable to a 
various. cultivation, and the very moment free- 
dom was declared, and the laborers left at lib- 
erty to choose their employments, they began to 
do just what the industrial classes ot the North 
have always done—diversify their labor } 
bring out every capability of the soil; be- 
come in fact small proprietors. This new di- 
rection to industry, was favored by the indis- 
position of the rich planters to give adequate 
wages. Necessarily the crops fell off--that is, 
there were less amounts of the great staples 
raised--and hence the etories which have been 
set afloat about the ruin of the islands. Bat 
there is far more produetion, than before; 
more varied—-and ‘there is a greater 
amount of wealth in the islands, owing to this 
fact; just.asthere is more wealth in the free 
States than the slave States; and it is more 
diffused among the masses: This is the ter- 
tible ruin» inflicted upon the West India by 
the abolition act, 

In this too we have an explanation of the inces- 
sant demand for labor, & the various schemes for 
importing. it from Sierra Leone, British India, & 
China. Labor runs in new channels--& besides,the 
laborers, being their own masters, will not submit 
to those exhausting tasks which uged to be_impo- 
sed upon them as slaves, .Hence, for a long time 
to come, thete must be demands to supply the 
deficiency thus created.. But, even now, as we.

maica, a native of the island and resident there 
amidst all its changes, the planters could com- 
mand labor, tf they would pay fair wages.

Commenting on the bill: referred to, as being 
under consideration in the Legislature, he says— 
“Some ofits provisions are.so abhorrent to any 
one possessing a spirit of humanity, as almost to 
baffle belief in the authenticity of the publica- 
tion.

But this we do say earnestly ;—Hewever 
we have been wont to view some of the abolition 
movements of the North—however fanatical 
the same may be—we would infinitely prefer 
whatever opprobrium might attach to them, to 
that of the band-of petty. tyrants engaged in this 
attempt at the most cruel oppression ever con- 
templated in free. America. e say, attempted, 
because we cannot bring ourselves to believe that 
the doings of the petty clique referred to, are ac- 
quiesced in by one slaveholder of one hundred 
in Maryland.’ * : * = 
“But we go still further & deelare that the daily 
increasing influence of our position, shall be open- 
ly ‘cast against the member who may be so un- 
feeling as to stand forth, hereafter, as a candid- 
ate, chargeable with such an outrage upon hu- 
manity as sanctioning this bill.” 
The Doctor states in a note, that after he had 
sent his article to the printer, he had received a

The subject of political action in re- 
ference to slavery is attracting so much at- 
tention, that it behooves al! to give it, as fair, 
as candid and as thorough an examination as 
they are capable of, that they may act con- 
sistently; correctly, righteously. With a 
view to this result, a public meeting of our 
citizens was call’d, a resolution introduced 
and quite a spirited discussion had upon it 
for some eight, or nine evenings; during 
some three, or.four weeks, the meeting ad- 
journing from time to time as best suited its 
convenience, 

The resolution was to this purport: That 
all Christian abolitionists are in duty bound 
to vote with direct reference to slavery. 

It is not my object to meddle with the dis- 
cussion further than tosay, that it was char- 
acterized at times by considerable warmth, 
met with its strongest opposition from whig 
members of the bar, and was not as profit- 
able as it might have been, had not the neg- 
ative undertaken to prove from the bible, in 
the outset, that slavery was a divine institu- 
tion; thereby compelling the affirmative to 
follow them, in order to clear Deity of the 
odium that would attach te Him from such 
an intrepretation of the scriptures. It was 
not supposed before the dictate opened. that 
any gentleman in our town, particularly 
professing christians, would take such a 
position, and advocate it publicly; but so 
it was; and the blame, to a great extent 
no doubt, is chargeable to certain prominent 
divines, who are assiduously labouring to 
establish such doctrine; an idea so mons- 
trous could never enter an unsophisticated 
mind. 

To the sentiments of the resolution I 
should like to make a few remarks, by way 
of suggestion, as I do not consider myself 
more wise than my neighbours. But a plain 
common man may sometimes in his rough 
unfinished way of writing or talking pre- 
sent a point, or an angle, that the same kind 
of men may-fasten upon, when a fine, slick, 
smooth finished article would let them slip 
by without any difficulty. To present the 
subject in such away that it must be taken 
hold of, is just {what is needed; for, when 
antislavery can get the honest part of the 
population of the country to examine closely 
into their duties, the work of emancipation 
will be almest completed. 

In the first place what is an Abolitionist? 
An Abolitionist I understand to be one 
who hatessiavery, and is ready to engage 
in any constitutional or christian measure for 
its removal. He may bea Christian Deist, 
an Infidel or an Atheist. If he be either of 
the three latter he may engage in it merely 
for the purpose of relieving human suffer- 
ing, or to rid his country from what he be- 


character or from motives of selfishness to 
rid himself of an additional task imposed 
upon him in consequence of slavery, or of 
all, and more continued. Not so with the 
Christian; He, to be sure, may-be incited to

Then there is ‘the choice of evils’ (or as 
some one expresses it, the ‘choice of Devils”) 
argument.

If one candidate offers who is a 
slaveholder, and another who merely apolo- 
gises for slavery, instead of making choice 
between them, choose a man who goes 
against both. Yes, but you cannot elect 

im. No; nor can you elect any one, it 
you do not vote for him. But if you do fad 
in electing your candidate, you succeed in 
‘bearing your testimony in favor of what you 
believe to be important principles. This is 
the reason why honest politicians, in both 
the Whig and Democratic parties, vote in 
districts where one or the other are greatly 
in the minority, where the disparity in num- 
bers is so great, that to procure a nomina- 
tion is to secure an election, In this Con- 
gressional district, for instance, the Whig 
majority is so great, that the nominee is cer- 
tain of election.’ Do the Democrats stay a- 
way from the polls, or vote with the Whigs 
in consequence of it? Certainly not. Each 
one says, I will vote out my principles, tho’ 
there should not a man stand by me. This 
may be throwing away votes, but it is hold- 
ing on to principle. hy not learn a les- 
son from the Whigs and Democrats, in this 
matter of votingt They seem disposed to 
give us counsel, and thus far I feel free to 
take it, believing it to be good. 

There are several other arguments that 
might be noticed. It issaid you could not 
effect anything, if you were to elect a Presi- 
dent; and if every mem)er of Congress from 
the North was an abolitionist. Strange, 
then, that pro-slavery men labor so zealous- 
ly to keep them out of legislative bodies;and 
off the Presidential chair. But my sheet is 
nearly filled, and I must take room to say, 
that this is not written with a view to beat 
up for the Liberty Party. When abolition- 
ists consent to. leave the pro-slavery parties 
with which they are co-operating, their in- 
fluence will go against slavery politically. 
That is whatis desired. If they think they 
can effect more by voting with the Liberty 
Party, why vote with it. Be honest—be 
consistent, and every act will tell for truth 
and humanity.
